Wesleyan Missions. 

A copy of the forty-ei;,''lith aumial 
report of the MiHHioiiary Houiety of the 
"Wesleynii Methodist Church in Can- 
ada, in couuoctiou with the English 
Conferouce, is before us. Tho report 
covers the ecclesiastical year from 
June ISTltoJime 1872, and makes 
& neat magazine of two hundred and 
forty pafj'os. Althouj^h tho columns of 
a secular newspaper may scnrocly ap- 
pear to bo altogether a fittin-,' phxc.o 
for a lengthened notice of tho opera- 
tions of a particular Chureli, yet wo 
eel that, in the Dominion, where 
•Jlethodism stands in tho front ranks 
of working Christianity, in a Province 
where tho people are so largely indebt- 
ed to the Society in question, it isquite 
unnecessiary to introduce any observa- 
tions wo may make with words of apol- 
ogy. Tho society in a vonerablo one, 
tho present being" its forty-eighth an- 
nual report. It is maintaining cloven 
missioua in British Columbia with 
nine missioii^riea; thirty-four missions 
to the Indians of Saskatchewan, Hud- 
son's Bay Territory, British Columbia 
and the ProvinceB of Ontaria, and 2S 
missionaries, with four asssistants; ono 
hundred aJid thirty-eight domestic 
missions in tho Provinces of Ontario 
and Quebec, and one hundred and 
fifty-eight missionaries, four missions 
to the Germans, live missions to the 
French, and ono paid agent. Tliis 
gives one hundred and ninety-two 
missions, and two lumdrcd and three 
missionaries. Tho members in con- 
nection with the Church at tho differ- 
ent stations are as follows: — Settlers 
in British Columbia and Manitoba, 
o'JO; Indians in the B.iskatcliewan, 
Hudson's Bay Territories, British 
Columbia, and tho provinces of On- 
tario and Quebec, 2,253; on tho domes- 
tic missions in the Provinces of (Onta- 
rio and Quebec 14,441, on the French 
and German missions, 21)11. Total 
membership at all the mission stations, 
17,383. The society maintains 21 day 
schools, and 21 teachers; twenty inter- 
preters and 7 local as.sistants to mis- 
sionaries, making a total paid agency 
amounting to 272 laborei-s in the dif- 
ferent departments of tho missionary 
work, to say nothing of a considerable 
nuinboi- casually em23loynd by 
Chairman of Districts. Tuniing to 
the financial statement, it is found that 
the receipts during the year amounted 
to the large sum of $94,016,28, being 
$10,397,25 in excess of tho previous 
year. It will be obsciwed that these 
iigures do not include the Atlantic 
maritime Provincefi, an ecclesiastieal 
union not having yet followed tho ]inli- 
tical union. It must be admitted 
that a society of such numerical and 
money strength, and such working' 
capacity must exert a ]iowerfful and, 
we feel (juite sure, benilicent inlluence 
upon till' young nation just spring- 
ing into existence on the northern end 
of this continent. There is much in 
the report concerning this Province 
and l\Ianitoba that would interest the 
re.uder, could we make room. Fitting 
and tt)ucliing mention is made of tln^ 
death of the Rev. Iv White, so well 
and favorably known amongst British 
Columbians, and tho various missions 
of the Pacific Province come in for 
more than their share of attention. 
The rc])oi t from liere, by the Rev. Mr. 
Pollard, is full of hope and cncourage- 
lui'iit, aiiil I'ontaius an account of the 
church extension and parsonnge im- 
provement at a total cost of about six 
thousand dollars. British Columbia 
contributed towards the funds of the 
HOi;iety during the year, in addition to 
what she did towards supporting the 
local work, :?1.1H2 80: and she drew 
upon the funds of the society to the ex- 
tent of Sti.SST 7."). Thus liritis'li Coliimlii;! 
extent of ?f'l),H87, 75, thus Briti.di Kol- 
reoeiveil from the funds of tho Society Sr>, 
G94 95 more than she contributed to its 
funds. It may be remarked that, us u 
contjibnlor, Nanaimo stanils at the heail 
of till' list in this Province' , huv.n^' ^;ivl>ii 
5585. It is evident from tho rei>oi t that 
the Society regards the "Lone Land" as a 
most promising and important field for 
missionary oporntiona, and it seems de- 
termined to mako a strong and vigorous 
efl'ort to occupy it.

The same authority tolls us 
that till' hoy WHS beutcii and coerced by 
tiie liuliiiiiH to whouj the liepuir was sup- 
jdiod. it i.s furthor stattnl tliiit it is no 
uuooinnMU occurrence for Indians in 
either biibo or coiiipol children, thmuuii 
intimidation orviolence, to procure liipior 
for tliciu ; that repeated complaint h:is 
b;;en mide of thl.l to tho aiithiirit ies, 
and that no iinti(^o is taken of it, that, in 
fact, tlic coinplaiiiaiits lire tohl that thcro 
is no remedy. This is, indeed, a sei-iini.s 
matter and ought to lie investiKivlcd, If 
the li([Uor was sujipliod under the oii- 
cnnislan<'cs rtafcd, in tlie easo refiUTod to, 
tiie Indian not the boy, ought to have 
been punished. It ajipears to us lliat tiie 
practice Kiiid to lio pursued liy thes(> Jn- 
dians cannot, for ol)vii)us reasons, bi^ too 
Boveroly punished. Wo allude to thosub- 
joot in order that it may receive that at- 
tention which it dosorvoa at the hands of 
tlie authorities.

Ho 
askeci hon. members to place themselves 
above sectional jjrejudioes And vote for 
tlie resolution. He found that Nanaimo 
was now HI favoi' of tlie Modified Tariff.

tance and coat of freight. In tho Lower 
Country tliey were paying for American 
jiroduce whilo witli a littla protection wo 
might eat our own. llo objected to a duty 
of 50 cents per bbl. ou flour. As to tho 
Excise, liQ had no oldoction to its not 
being collected. Tho operation of the 
Stamp Act should ho suspended. Ho 
moved an amendment that fiour, steel afi'd 
iron, raining and agripulti^ral machinery 
and implements should be admitted free of 
duty. 

Hon. Dr. Awh believed that tho Cana- 
dian Tariff was injurious to this country 
because it admit tod products of tho soil 
free of duty. If a Comox farmer wished 
to sell his produce at Victoria, it cost him 
for transportation S5 a ton, which was 
more than tho same goods cost to l^y 
down from'San Francisco. When tho coun- 
try was iuoro settled and communication 
easy by railway, our farmers could then 
compoto with their foreign neighbors; 
but until that time arrivoil lio would lie 
in favor of protecting them.- By tho 
adoption of the Modified Tariff the Cana- 
dian Government would draw a larger 
amount of rovenue from tho Province than 
at prcsont. 

"Mr. Duck moved to amend so that ma- 
"rial for the manufacture of agricultural 
implements be ihcfuded in the exetap- 
tions. 

Mr. Robson claimed that he recognized 
in as high a sense as any other hon. mom- 
bar of tliis House tho importance of the 
agricuhiiral interests. At the same time 
he feared that the hon. mover of the reso- 
Intion did not take a wide enough view 
of the matter. One class was dependent 
upon another. Wo have largo interests — 
coal, gold, silver and copper mining, flsli- 
ing, manufacturing, lumbering bnd mer- 
cantile- — and our fur trade. In (hitiliiig 
with agricultural interests, lion, members 
should strive and aeo how, in jirotectiiig 
them they would affect other interests. 
The chief cause of tho want of agricul- 
tural prosperity was tho sparse popula- 
tion. If he were a former ho would study 
the effect of a duty on flour and other 
articles wliich he had to purchase for 
con.sumption. In his aiijiport of tlio Ca- 
nadian 'i'arill' a year ago, heestiiuatod tliat 
the country would save J;(}S,OtlO a year in 
Customs Duties. Ho now found by tho 
Custom House books that tliia i'rovinco 
woB paying $187,000 less per annrim than 
it would have paid if the B. 0. Tariff had 
boon retained. I Hear. ] He had heard the 
hon. leader of tliu (iovornmiMit say that if 
^loditied Taritf resolutions had been pass- 
ed at the last session of this Honso that 
the Canadian Ooverniaont would have 
granted their request. [Hon. Mr. Do 
Cosmos— Yes. J Now he had tho authori- 
ty of tho senior member at Ottawa for Vic- 
toria for saying that he had asked Min- 
isters if a 5lodified Tariff could be at- 
tained and they had reijlied, No. 

Hon. Mr. DoCosmos — It could have 
been obtained. 

Mr. Eobson— Then if I had entertained 
tho same views as tho hon. Premier I 
would have remained in the Province 
last session and tried to got such a resolu- 
tion through tho House instead of leaving 
for Ottawa! Ho asked hon. members to 
imagine wliat would be tho effect if a tar- 
iff were placed on necessaries wlion.a year 
or two hence, the great public works 
would bo underweigh and our population 
would be trebled, at least. We bring as 
much foreign flour now as we diil under 
the old Tarilf, liut we kaop in our pockets 
$1 50 on every barrel which won hi other- 
wise be sent to Ottawa. Tlio fanners con- 
sumed this foreign flour as well other 
classes. Bad as the old Tariff was, it 
had this redeeming point: that tho duties 
ccdlectcd tliereunder were s))Gnt in the 
Province. Now tho duties go to Ottawa. 
The farmers west of tho CJascadc Kango 
were quito capable of raising enougli to 
support a largo population; but they did 
not do it now and were not likely to do it 
very soon; consccpiently, wo .should be 
sending largo sums of money to Ottawa 
which ought to be kept among na. The 
omendment of the hon. Attornoy-doneral 
improved tho original resolutiou very 
much. The Canadian Tariff in many re- 
spects was unsuited to,.B. C.J but ho did 
not believe the Canadian Govern inenf 
would give British Columbia a s|)i'cial 
tariff, for they would sec that if they once 
drove the entering wedge the whole fabric 
would soon be split into n thousand frag- 
ments [Mr. DeC-osmoR— No. J The pro- 
liosition could not bo entertained; 1st, 
for the Constitutional reason; and 2d, be- 
cause if a special tariff were given to Bri- 
tish Columbia all the other Provinces 
would ask a special tarilf. Let honorable 
gentlemen ask for it, and see what would 
1)0 the result. He jjropliesied that a nega- 
tive answer would be niturned. lie re- 
gretted that ho could not give the 
rosolution of the hon.' inember foi' Vic- 
toria District his vote, for the reason that 
the hou. member was lionest, consistent 
and earnest in his advocacy. But ho- ba- 
lievod that hi) was mistaken in his opini- 
on as to the efToct of the Canadian Tariff 
on the interests of Jiis constituonts. It 
would bo desirable to have the Excise" and 
Stain]) .Vets suspended, ]but bo feared the 
ajiplication would meet with refusal. Ho 
congratulated tho hon. Att'y-Oeiieral u])- 
on his conversion to tho iirincipKis of Ke- 
apouttiblo Ooverumont. NanaiiiKJ was a 
large and flourishing commercial jiort, 
and ho believed that more shipping tomh 
Pel there than at any port in tho Province. 
The pri|)uIation had iiioroaBe(Vin 18 months 
from (lOO to 1,0110. (Jno coal mining com- 
pany alone was paying $250,0(10 por an- 
num at Nanaimo for labor and were mak- 
ing arrangements for doubliug their work- 
ing capacity. His constituency were 
strongly in favor of tho Canadian Tariff, 
and wliilo In^ had no t;oiiiulenco in tlio 
sui^cess of aiiv attemjjt on the ]iart of tliis 
House to securo a iloditied Tariff, he 
thought the amendment of the hou. ytUt'y- 
Creiieral an improvement on tho original 
motion, 

Mr. Humphreys said that the remarks 

of the hon. gontloman who had just sat 
down reminded liini of what Bacon said 
of tho tree — "Its foliage was beautiful: 
l)ut it bore no fruit." Mr. Humphreys 
then jiroceedod to review tho effects of liie 
Commercial Treaty between France nnd 
England. Ho said ho disapproved of the 
amendment of the hon. Att'y-Genaral, 
wlieroin ho proposed to introduce machin- 
ery into tlie Province dufv free. This 
course would shut u]) one foundry and 
machine shop and would iiavo nn oppo- 
site effect to that intended by tho mover 
of the original resolution. The very na- 
turo of tho Protect ion would bo misunder- 
stood and he would vole against, the 
aniondmenf, whicli, if pas.sod, would in- 
volve thn destruction of local iiidu^^tries.

.Fuan Islaml, aud received the following 
uifiiriiiation : 

111 Ids l ecoiit visit to that IsLind ho did 
not issue directions to the British sub- 
jects there to ileelaro their intentions of 
tieconiing Aineru'aii citizens before the 
Otli of .lanuary ; but sinijily e.\])resse<l his 
o|)iiiinn, as a legal gontloman, that the 
laws of tlio United .Slates u-i-rc. i„'>-fmj,tiiff/ 
on this subject and recpiire sucli a declara- 
tion before any pro'-eniptory title could 
be ol)taineil by any foreigners. He fliore- 
foic advi.sed all. who de.sired to retain 
tlu'ir lands that thoy sliould declare such 
intentions a.s soon as an opportunity 
otforod. Ho further )u-omiscd in case 
any iiroclamalion should bo issued from 
his otfico rospei'liiig this matter he would 
nut issue it until after the (ith of Jan. 

He is now in recei()t of disi)atche3 in- 
f(u-nHng him that the foreigners upon San 
.1 uaii had nearl}' all made tho necessary 
declarati(ms, and have thus acquired 
equal rights with American citizens, as 
far as their lands claims aro in question. 
Two Justices of the Peace have been ap- 
jiointed by the Coniit;,- Coniniissiouors of 
Whatcom county for San ,Tuan and one 
for Orcas Island.
